WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The division 
and brigade commanders of the main 
component parts of the army of 923,000 
men composed of National Guardsmen 
and drafted men to be trained for serv- 
ice: in France was announced by the 
War Department tonight. 

The assignment of thirty-two Major 
Generals, one for each of the new na- 
tional army divisions and one for each 
National Guard division, was announced 
in the list. In making the assignments 
the War Department necessarily utilized 


[most of the new Major and Brigadier 


Generals whose nominations were sent 
to the Senate this- week by President 
But there were some aotable 
exceptions, all six of the department 

commanders, Major Gens. Bell, Wood, 
Liggett, Edwards, Parker, and Barry, 
being ed to take command of di- 
visio 

Major J. Fiankiin Belt; Com 
mander of the Department of the East, 
with headquarters at Governor’s Island. 
will command the Seventy-seventh na- 
tional army division, which is to be 
trained, at Camp Upton, at Yaphenk, 
L. I. This division will consist of the 
soldiers now being drafted from metro- 
politan New York. | 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, former. 
Commander at Governors Island, but 
now at Charleston, S. C., in command of 
the Southeastern Department, will cm- 
mand the Ejighty-ninth national army 
division at Camp Funston, at Fort Riley, 
Kan. The division will be composed of 
men from Kansas, Missouri, and Colo- 
rado. 

Major Gen. John F. O' Ryan of the 
New York National Guard will command 
the Twenty-seventh division at Camp 
Wadsworth, Spartanburg, 8S. C. This 
division will be inade up vf guardsmer: 
from the Empire State. 

Three Rank Pershing. 
Three of the Major Generals who will 
command divisions—Wood, Bell, and 
Barry-—in the order named; rank Major 
Gen. Pershing. They could not be sent 
to France in command of these divisions 
and serve under Pershing, unless he 
were promoted. For that reason Wood, 
Bell, and Barry have been placed in 
charge of the training of three of the 
new divisfons of the national army. 
These will be formed of drafted men, 
who, in the natural order of events, 
would be the last to complete their 
training and the last to be ready to go 
to France. By the time these men are 
ready to go to the front it is expected 
that legislation will have been enacted 
permitting the promotion of Pershing to 


If Pershing should be made a 
full General, then Wood, Bell, and 
Barry would be in line for the rank of 
Lieutenant General and would be placed 
in command of army corps. The three 
Major Generale who do not rank Per- 
shing and who are department com- 
manders—Edwards, Parker, and Liggett. 
—have been placed in command of divi- 
sions of the National Guard army, 
which, when trained, can be sent to 
France with these officers serving under 
Pershing as Major Generals, 
Major Gen. Bell, who will 
the drafted men from New Tork City. 
will have as his Chief gf Staff Lieyt.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Giving for the 
first time actual totals of shipping ton- 
nage lost from month to month through | 
Germany's submarine campaign and es- 
timates of the food supply, Premier 
Lloyd George, in the House of Com- 
mons today, proved to Parliament and 
the country that the Admiralty plans 
for dealing with the U-boats have been 
increasingly successful, and that with 
reasonable economy there is no chance 
of England being starved out. Enthu- 
silastic cheering greeted his revelations. 

The Premier said he agreed that the 
people of the country were all the better 
for being told even unpalatable truths. 
But they also must be told the truth 
even it it was palatable: They could’ 


come to decisions regarding facts unless 
| both thé cheery and sides 
were presented to 
He purposed to deal with the food 
situation and submarines because special 
efforts were being made to create an im- 
pression not 4ustified in the least by the 
facts. Earlier in the year he had called 
attention to the very anxious condition 
of the food supply. Since then, owing

Situation Last Year and This. 


At this time last year, he said, the 
wheat in this country amounted to 
6,480,000 quarters, and that now it was 
8,500,000 quarters.

There had been a considerable saving 
in bread consumption, and owing to 
closer milling and food economy there 
had been an addition to the wheat 
stock of 70,000 quarters per week. 
Moreover, there had been an increase in 
the sugar reserve. 

Wheat under cultivation showed an in- 
crease of 1,000,000 acres. It was too 
early to give a prediction on this year’s 
Larvest because everything depended on 
the next two or three weeks. If the 
barvest was good—as it promised to be 
and the weather not particularly ca- 
pricious, the condition of the country 
regarding tood supplies, taking every- 
thing into account, was very satisfac- 
tory. He still urged economy in view 
ot the general wheat position. The more 
the country economized the less it would 
rave to draw upon the reservoirs of the 


Italy and France also had to draw. 
The necessary labor for the harvest 
‘would be forthcoming, and by Spring 
there would be 8,000 tractors. 
Dealing with the shipping situation, 
the Premier said that the Germans had 
been busy circulating figures regarding 
the destruction of shipping. They were 
doing it in Germany to cheer up their 
own people and were circula a set of 
figures throughout Germany and Austria.

IS WRECKED BY FIRE 


French Shells Did: It, Says Ber- 
lin—Observer on French 
Front Denies It.

ON THE FRENCH FRONT, Aug: 
16.—Something mysterious has been 
happening in St. Quentin. 

Last evening before sunset the men 
in the French lines before the town 
were astonished to see great tongues cf 
flame break out from the windows of 


the Collegiate Church, usually called | 


the Cathedral, and very soon the whole 
Vast structure was enveloped. 
Throughout the night the fire blazed, 
throwing a lurid glare over the sur- 
rounding plain, and great pillars of 
smoke into the quiet sky. 9 
At daybreak today it was seen that 
the steep dark roof which made the 


{cathedral a landmark for many miles 


around had fallen in and when I came 
up to the front this afternoon, it was 
évident that everything but the outer 
walls must have been destroyed. 

The cause of the disaster is unknown. 
All that can be certainly said is that it 
was not due to French gunfire. Yester- 
day was relatively calm in this sector 
and there was little bombardment last 
night. 

It is known from the statements of 
prisoners that St. Quentin has been pil- 
laged by German troops, their officers 
being parties to the wholesale removal 
of stolen valuables. 


OTTAWA, Aug, 16.—The Reuter cor- 
respondent at French Army Headquar- 
ters, in a message received at Reuter's 
Ottawa Agency this evening, says: 

“Smoke and flames were seen pour- 
ing from thé roof of St. Quentin Cathe- 
dral last evening from the French ob- 
servation posts. All night the great 


-building flamed, and when day broke it 


was seen that the massive roof had 
fallen in, carrying with it the central 
tower. This afternoon I looked at the 


ruined shell of the ancient church. The 
fire was still burning and smoke was 
pouring out from the Cathedral. 

The enemy set fire to two villages 
close to St. Quentin last night." 


BERLIN, Aug. 16, London.}— 
The General Staff reports in its official 
bulletin today that the Cathedral at St. 

uentin was set on fire by French 
Shells. The bulletin reads: 


Near St. Quentin the French in the 
afternoon developed especial firing 
activity. They were successful by 
means of about 3,000 shells thrown on 
the inner town in setting the presby- 
tery on fire. From there the flames 
spread to the Cathedral, which has 
been burning since 8:30 o'clock last 
evening.

The Cathedral or Church of St. Quen- 
tin is one of the finest Gothic buildings 
in that part of France, and was erected 
between the twelfth and fifteenth cen- 
turies. The buildi has double tran- 
septs and the nave is 370 feet long and 
130 feet high. It is finely decorated 
and contains some handsome bas reliefs. 
In the crypt of the church are buried 
St. Quentin and his fellow-martyrs, St. 
Victorious and St. Gentlanus.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR-

Press.) -The review yesterday by Major 
Gen. William L. Sibert of all the troops 
of his command in training for the 
trenches afforded a military spectacle 
of international significance and historic 
import.

Hamburg Paper Comments on Immi- 
grant Stock Under Pershing.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 16.—The Ham- 
burger Fremdenblatt, commenting on 
the arrival of the American troops in 
France, publishes a report from Berne, 

which says: : 

As for the Americans, an acquaint- 
ance assisted at their arrival.

Bride, Anxious for Him to Do His

Ki on Gould, son of George J. 
Gould, had not filed the affidavits nec- 
essary to support his claim for exemp- 
tion from the draft up to noon yester- 
day, when the time limit expired, and 
his friends said last night that he had 
abandoned all thought of trying to avoid 
‘military service. Mr. Gould appeared 
before the Exemption Board at Toms 
River, N. J., on Aug. 6 and received an 
exemption blank, at his request, on the 
Same day.

$201,000,000 Liquor Tax Section.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The Senate 
made swift progress with the War Rev- 
enue bill today, and this evening Sena- 
tor Simmons, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, said he felt certain that a 
vote on the measure would be reached

Up to tonight the Senate had disposed 
of sections involving $400,000,000 of the 
aggregate levy carried in the bill of 
| $2,006, 790, 000. Nearly all of the minor 

levies are already disposed of., To- 
orrow the Senate will take up the 
features upon which the fight is t 
come. These embrace taxes on exce 
war profits, — taxes, income taxes. 
and the public utility taxes. One of the 
sections adopted today was that pro- 
viding for excise taxes on alcoholic 
drinks, which will yield $201,000,000 
There was only brief debate upon this, 
Senator Jones of Washington ins ng 
that the tax on alcoholic drinks should 
be vastly greater. The tax on soft 
drinks, amounting to $11,000,000, was 
also approved. 

The provisions approved today include: 

Sections levyin 140,000,000 additional 
taxes on distilled and rectified spirits, 
and including clauses effective during 
the war prohibiting their importation 
and providing a prohibitory tax of $60 
per 100 pounds upon their further man- 
ufacture from foodstuffs. 

Increase of revenues from beer and 
other malt and fermented liquors of 

,000, as compared with $37,5 
under the House bill. . 

Virtually all of the stamp taxes pro- 
posed, except that of bank checks and 
parcel post packages, which went over. 

The amusement tax section, estimated 
to raise $23,000,000, com ed with $60,- 
000,000 proposed by the House, with the 
House tax on club dues eliminated. 

Elimination of the House general tar- 
iff levy of 10 — cent. ad valorem, and 
of the House taxes on jewelry, musical 
instruments, and moving picture films.

Dutch Author Points Out Consistent 
Policy of This Country.

Dr. Fried 
further argues that at The Hague Con- 
ference the American delegates were 
especially active in propagating the 
idea of a rmanent court of arbitra- 
tion. President Roosevelt was the first 
who gave work to The Hague court, re- 
ganas Mexican affairs. From Amer- 
ica,’’ he goes on, came support for the 
second peace conference, where the 
American representatives pleaded for 
forced arbitration and worked for the 
development of arbitration treaties.“
